Is Shock 


Major and Mrs. D. S. Bryan, 
Mr .and Mrs. Baxter Bryan and 
Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Kendrick 
made an extended tour through 
the Carolinas, Tennessee, and 
Georgia during the Thanksgiv- 
ing holidays. A sad feature of the 
trip was the fact that Major 
Bryan’s mother suddenly passed 
away on Friday and all efforts to 
locate him were in vain, and he 
knew nothing of her death until 
he returned home on Sunday. 

Major Bryan attributes the 
failure to locate him to the ex- 
ceedingly inclement weather 
conditions prevailing Friday and 
Saturday. He said that ordinar- 
ily he would have received the 
broadcasts which were sent out 
trying to locate him, but that it 
was some of the worst weather 
he has ever seen and that their 
car was one of the last to cross 
the river at West Point, Georgia, 
before the highway was closed to 
traffic because of high water.

Major Bryan said that a pa- 
thetic feature of his absence at 
the time of his mother’s death 
and his friends inability to lo- 
cate him was that as near as he 
can estimate, almost at the ex- 
act time of her death, he was 
buying some trinkets and little 
presents for her at a small store 
at the foot of Lookout Mountain.

Board Decision 
Favors Union 


In Dorsey Case 


Case Is Appealed; 
Final Decision 
Next Summer 


For many months the case of 
Dorsey Trailers vs. the CIO Uni- 
ted Auto Workers Union has 
been hanging fire before the 
National Labor Relations Board 
in Washington, D. C. Finally a 
decision has been handed down 
by the trial board and the far- 
reaching ruling was released by 
the Associated Press last Sunday 
which was sent out under a 
Washington date line as follows: 

“In the absence of a no- 
strike pledge, a labor union may 
by-pass grievance proceedure set 
up in its contract and legally 
call a strike.” The National La- 
bor Relations Board ruled that 
such established proceedure to 
handle grievances does not 
waive the Union’s legal right to 
strike. ' 

The 4-1 decision was handed 
down in the case involving Dor- 
sey ‘Trailers, Inc., Elba, Ala., 
trailer manufacturer, and the 
CIO United Auto Workers Union. 

The far-reaching ruling brou- 
ght a sharp dissent from one 
board member, J. Copeland Gray 
He said failure to submit a dis- 
pute in an agreed grievance pro- 
ceedure ‘is an illegal breech ot 
contract. 

The case involved the period 
hectic company-union relation- 
ship in 1945 and 1946. In May, 
1946, the company fired a work- 
lee for smoking in violation of a 
plant rule, The workers walked

To Be Apportioned 

State goals will be apportioned 
among growers. Each grower’s 
marketing quota will be the 
amount of peanuts grown on his 
acreage allotment. Sales from 
acreages in excess of allotments 
would be subject to heavy pen- 
alties. 

Brannan said prospective de- 
mands for peanuts from the 1949 
crop indicated that, without 
marketing quotas, production 
would be far in excess of do- 
mestic and export requirements. 

Peanut production was ex- 
panded sharpley during the war 
to provide a source of food oils. 

The wartime expansion was 
encouraged by the government 
after Far Eastern sources of ve- 
getable oils were cut off. 

90 Per Cent Of Parity 

The 1949 crop will be support- 
ed at 90 per cent of parity price 
of peanuts as of July 15 ,1949. 
Price support aid will be limited 
to producers complying with the 
planting allotments. 

Penalties of one-half the sup- 
port price will be assessed 
against marketing in excess of 
established quotas. 

A similiar control program was 
announced for this years crop 
but it was suspended before the 
planting season because the de-

What the Church Is 

HERE are hundreds of churches 

today and they do not all agree. 
But every church, whatever its 
name or peculiarities, aims to stay 
on the course marked out by the 
Christian church when it was one 
and undivided, the church of the 
Apostles. We look back to the story 
in Acts to see what the true church 
is. 

In the very beginning, the 
church was not the place where 
the Christians met for worship. 
It was not the officers. The 
Apostles themselves were not 
the church, The church was not 
a thing at all; it was people. 

In Acts these people are seldom 
called Christians and never called 
churchmen or church-members. 
They are given more meaningful 
names, They are called ‘‘disciples,”’ 
that is, learners, students. They are 
called “believers.” They are called 
‘brothers’ for their life was like 
that of a family. They are called 
the people of ‘the Way,’’—travelers 
together to the same destination. 
The church, in short, is a fellow- 
ship, the Family of the Friends of 
Christ.

How the Church Began 

HE infant church was like all 

human babies; it began small 

and poor. No bystander would have 
expected it to live; but it had life 
in its heart. Two forces set that 
church on its way. One was the 
command of Christ. 


The people who were in it, or 
rather the people who were the 
church, took their orders from 
Christ. It was because of him 
that they went out to bear wit- 
ness to him to the “uttermost 
parts of the earth.” 


Then the people were filled with 
the Holy Spirit; they were guided 
{constantly by the Spirit. The book 
of Acts has often been called the 
“Acts of the Holy Spirit’ rather 
than of the Apostles.

|Leaders 

OD never does for people what 

they can do for themselves. So 

guidance of the Spirit was never a 
substitute for human leadership. A 
true church is not a mob; It acts, as 
the New Testament church did, in 
an orderly fashion. 

One of the church’s first prob- 
lems was that of finding leaders. 
The history in Acts is largely the 
history of certain leaders—John, 
Peter, Paul, But these were not 
alone. Not even the Apostles tried 
to run the church like a dictator- 
ship. The people themselves chose 
the officers who were ordained by 
the Apostles, 

. . * 
What the Church Does 
five things the Apostolic church 

did, and these mark any true 
church today. They ‘‘continued in 
the Apostles’ teachings;’’ the be- 
ginning of all our church schools 
and Sunday schools is in that brief 
phrase. They formed a fellowship; 
the church then was not a list of 
mames of people who cared little 
for one another; it was a true 
family. 

They observed the sacra- 
ments; they and their house- 
holds were baptized, and they 
continued ‘‘in the breaking of 
the bread.’’ Baptism and the 
Lord’s Supper have always 
been observed in some form in 
every Christian church! They 
“continued in prayer;"’ a church 
in which only the minister prays 
is a feeble affair, 


| 


Above all, they were ‘‘witnesses,”’ 
That is to say, they told the story 
of Jesus—his life, his teachings, his 
death, his resurrection. Jesus lives! 
Jesus is Lord! So the Apostles 
preached, from Jerusalem to 
Rome and far beyond. But their 
preaching would have been mere 
shouting in the wind, if Christ had 
mot lived again in thousands of 
everyday Christians,

ATHLETE’S FOOT 

Though some people think of 
athlete’s foot as a summer ail- 
ment ,it actually continues the 
year round. Ringworm of the 
feet is the way doctors speak of 
it, and it is carried by human 
beings in places where they walk 
barefoot, such as showers baths 
and gymnasiums. 

Athlete’s foot is a fungus di- 
sease, and the fungus which 
causes it, thrives in the atmos- 
phere found in shoes. This at- 
mospehere is one of stale air 
which is warm and damp. A mild 
case will take the form of a few 
cracks in the skin between the 
toes, but it can be a severe case 
with raw skin, blisters and pus. 

Under proper treatment, ath= 
lete’s foot can be cleared up very 
easily. The greatest trouble is 
that when a case is taken to a 


stage of development and has 
usually been irritated by one 
home remedy after another. 
Only the mild cases should be 
treated at home. When there is
